The m inister of the in ­ 
terior issued a pamphlet the other day 
upon the Yukon m ining district, but 
b* yond sketch maps and photographs by 
W illiam O gilvie, chief of the boundary 
survey, it cmitains nothing really new% 
The cause of this reticence is easily 
explained. 
The governm ent dreads the 
consequences of a rush to the goldfields 
of that inho.vpitable region and is un­ 
w illin g by givin g publicity to the facts 
rife iitly received from officers as to the 
wonders of the goldfields to contribute 
to 
an overpopulation 
of the Yukon 
w hile no means yet exist of getting in 
an adequate food supply. 
Hilt it has leaked out that the re­ 
ports w hich cam e down by the last 
m ail from Fort Cudahy, and w hich are 
now in the governm ent’s possession, 
are such as put the acryiunts of the re­ 
turned m iners w ith w hich the new s­ 
papers have lieen filled for days com ­ 
pletely in the shada 
It is known that 
discoveries have been made of placer 
grounds far excef'ding in richness even 
the m arvelous deposits of the Klondike. 
Just as the iniiierH deserted the paying 
placer diggings at Forty M ile cam p 
when the tardy news of the K londike 
discovery 
reached 
that section, 
so, 
about June 1, scores of 
miners and 
prosjiectorH at K londike were leaving 
their claim s for the newer and richer 
fields. 
These are situated 
farther up the 
Yukon, in the Stew art river d istrict 
Should these diggings prove to be an y­ 
thing like as rich as reported by the 
governm ent officials this w ill be the 
greatest goldfield ever discovered. The 
Stew art river, an affluent of the Yukon, 
drains an immense area and innum er­ 
able Greeks, all of w hich are said to be 
m arvelously rich in gold.

The ministers of the city met in the 
parlors of the Young Men’s Christian 
association yesterday afternoon, and 
condemned the action of the Cleveland 
and Pittsburg railroad in running excur­ 
sions on the Sabbath day. 
Those present were Reverends Swift. 
Taggart, Reed and Huston. 
The meet­ 
ing was one of short duration, bot in 
that time the following 
letter was 
w ritten : 
"Messrs. E. A. Ford, general passenger 
agent, and L. T. Izoree, general m an­ 
ager of the Pennsylvania lines west of 
Pittsburg: 
“ Gentlemen : In view of the evil ef­ 
fects, social and moral, that must result 
to the communities along the line of your 
railroads, as well as to all con cerned, in 
running excursion trains on the Lord’s 
day, we most respectfully and earnestly 
request yon to stop the ‘Sunday excur­ 
sions’ on the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
railroad. 
“ We make this request and urge your 
compliance with it out of respect to the 
law of God and the rights of man. 
“ These Sunday excursions are iii direct 
violation of God’s law of the Sabbath j 
day and in conflict w ith the law's of our 
state forbidding secular labor on the i 
Sabbath day. 
“ They are in opposition to the Chris­ 
tian sentiment 
of the 
communities 
through which they 
pass. 
In their 
offer of cheaper rates for that day than 
any other day of the week they are un­ 
just discrimination against all who be­ 
lieve in the sanctity of the Sabbath day, 
and, moreover, aid insidious temptation 
to the desecration of God’s holy day, 
w hich honorable men should not sanc­ 
tion. 
“ These excursions deprive your em­ 
ployes connected with such trains of the 
needed rest of the Sabbath day ; and, 
as the violation of one part of the moral 
must tend to weaken respect for the 
other part of the same law, the running 
of these trains must not only be oppres­ 
sive to all employed on them, in depriv­ 
ing them of their God-given rest day, 
but must be most demoralizing to them, 
as well as those patronizing them. 
“ They are a departure from rile cus­ 
tom that so long prevailed iii the m an­ 
agement of this railroad, to w'hich we 
hope you will return, and hereafter 
steadfastly m aintain.” 
The letter was read rn all the churches 
whose pastors was present at the meet­ 
ing, and it will be forwarded to the offi­ 
cials of the road within a few days. 


N EW E R GOLDFIELDS. 


C anadian Official* K now o f a D istrict R ich ­ 
e r T han th e K lon d ik e. 
It is W’oll known iii (Ittawa that re­ 
port* have reached the several d» p a y ­ 
ments of the government lately from ot!i- 
oers in the Canadian service in the Vu 
ken country. 
The minister of the in­ 
terior issued a pamphlet the other day 
upon the Yukon mining district, but 
beyond sketch maps and photographs by 
William Ogilvie, chief of the boundary 
survey, it contains nothing really new'. 
The cause of this reticence is easily 
explained. 
The government dreads the 
consequences of a rush to the goldfields 
of flint inhospitable region and is un­ 
willing by giving publicity to the fai ts 
recently received from officers as to the 
wanders of the goldflelds to contribute 
to an overpopulation 
of the Yukon 
while no means yet exist of getting in 
an adequate food supply. 
Bnf it has leaked out that the re­ 
ports which came down by the last 
mail from Fort Cudahy, and which are 
now in the government’s possession, 
are such as put the accounts of the re­ 
turned miners with which the news­ 
papers have been filled for days com­ 
pletely in the shada 
It is known that 
discoveries have been made of placer 
grounds far exceeding in richness even 
the marvelous deposits of the Klondike. 
Just as the turners deserted the paying 
placer diggings at Forty Mile camp 
when the tardy news of the Klondike 
discovery reached 
that section, 
so, 
about Jnne I, scores of miners and 
prospectors at Klondike were leaving 
their claims for the newer and richer 
fields. 
These are situated farther up the 
Yukon, in the Stewart river district. 
Should these diggings prove to be any­ 
thing like as rich as reported by the 
government officials this will be the 
greatest goldfield ever discovered. The 
Stewart river, an affluent of the Yukon, 
drains an immense area and innumer­ 
able creeks, all of whioh are said to be 
marvelously rich in gold. Another ad­ 
vantage of the new district is that it is 
many miles nearer the coast than Klon­ 
dike by the White, Cbilkat and Dyea 
pass trail, the chief routes traveled by 
prospector* bringing in their supplies. 
—Dispatch to New York Herald.

he is living iu luxury, surrounded by a 
few devoted courtiers.—Exchange.

His method was to take certain indi­ 
vidual cases, a generation or two b ack 
He thus traced the careers of children, 
grandchildren and greut-graiidohildreii 
in all parts of the present German em ­ 
pire until lie was ab le to present tab u­ 
lated b iographies of the hundreds de­ 
scended from some original drunkard. 
Notab le among the persons describ ed b y 
Professor Pellmanu is Frau Ada Jurke, 
who was b orn in 1740, und was a drunk­ 
ard, a thief and a tramp for the last 40 
years of her life, which ended in 1800. 
Her descendants numb ered 884, of whom 
709 were traced in local records from 
youth to death. One hundred and six of 
the 709 were 
b orn out of wedlock. 
There were 144 b eggars and 6 2 more 
who lived from charity. Of the women, 
181 led disreputab le lives. 
There were 
in this family 76 convicts, 7 of whom 
were sentenced for murder. In a period 
of some ?d years this one family rolled 
np a b ill of costs in almshouses, prisons 
and correctional institutions amounting 
to at least 5,000,000 marks, or ab out

The oldest of the v es­ 
sels is the Vengeance, a wooden battle­ 
ship armed with 8 4 gu ns and repre­ 
senting the ty pe of man-of-war that 
figu red in the battle of Trafalgar and 
other great nav al conflicts iu the early 
part of the centu ry .

The question of religion 
should not enter into politics. Just as 
much as we would disapprove of an 
anti-Catholic party we would disap­ 
prove of acatholic party, or of a Metho­ 
dist, or Presbyterian or any religious 
party. 
"Can the pope or bishops dictate our 
politics? The church is a spiritual and 
the state is a temporal one. If they un­ 
dertook to interfere in our politics we 
<*mld not be held to obedience. 
"Must Catholics obey their superiors 
when right or wrong? 
Never when 
wrong.” 
"Is Catholicity a foreign religion? 
The Catholic religion has a place in 
every country. 
It saw the beginning 
of every government that now exists in 
the civilised world. 
It was full grown 
when St. Augustine, the oldest city of 
the United States was settled. 
Ameri­ 
can independence was secured bv Cath­ 
olic influence. 
The church of Christ 
cannot be foreign iii any country.” 
"W hat alKiut the present anti-Catholio 
movement ? It is only temporary and 
was founded on the grossest errors. 
Those who were honest in the movement 
have long since been persuaded of this. 
"W hat is the attitude of the Catholic 
church toward the public school ? It is 
in itself good, hut it is not doing all that 
it should. The children should bo given 
a religious training aud under the pres­ 
ent system that cannot be given. Catho­ 
lics, however, iii common with many 
other religious persons, maintain that 
the stale could improve its education by 
offering facilities for parents to have 
their children educated in their religion, 
i am not talking for a compromise in 
f ids town because I know that would be 
impossible.

The clearance sale of the British ad­ 
miralty has now begun, and faded 
troopships, superannuated cruisers aud 
obsolete torpedo boats are being offered 
to the highest bidder at absurd rates. 
Among the number are the Bacchante, 
a cruiser of nearly 8,000 tons, in which 
the Duke of York and hiH elder brother, 
the late Duke of Clarence, circumnavi­ 
gated the globe. Another, the Canada, 
was one of the earliest cruisers to have 
an armor deck. The oldest of the ves­ 
sels is the Vengeance, a wooden battle­ 
ship armed with 84 guns and repre­ 
senting the type of man-of-war that 
figured iii the battle of Trafalgar and 
other great naval conflicts in the early 
part of the century. 


While in Franoe the population is 
according to some statiouary and ac­ 
cording to others diminishing in size, 
the neighboring kingdom of Belgium is 
giving evidence of an altogether phe­ 
nomenal growth. Official statistics just 
issued at Brussels show that tile popula­ 
tion has more than donblod during the 
century, while during the same period 
cities and towns have tripled and quad­ 
rupled their population, Antwerp hav­ 
ing grown no less than 883 per cent 
since 1860. 


President Kruger’s sudden and total­ 
ly unlooked for declaration to the effect 
that his government absolutely declines 
to recognize the suzerainty of Great 
Britain over the Transvaal, an an­ 
nouncement all the more unexpected by 
reason of his recent demonstrations of 
good will toward the English, may be 
accounted for by the exasperation which 
has been caused among the Boers by the 
news that Dr. Jameson has returned to 
Africa aud that he is once more em­ 
ployed in an official capacity by the 
Chartered company, having been ap­ 
pointed to the command of the force 
which has just been dispatched from 
Salisbury against the witch doctor Kenl- 
bin. At tho time when the doctor was 
turned over by the Boers to the British 
authorities,immediately after the Trans­ 
vaal raid, it was expressly stipulated 
that he should under no circumstances 
be permitted by the English government 
to return to South Africa, and the fact 
that he should be not only back there, 
but actually in command of an armed 
force, is naturally regarded as a gross 
breach of faith. 


A painful impression has been created 
at Madrid by the refusal of Don Rome­ 
ro Robledo, the boss of the Conservative 
machine in Spain, to consent to any 
kind of conciliation with the important 
faction of dissident Conservatives under 
Senor Silvelas, the most honest and pa­ 
triotic statesman in the kingdom, who 
has arrayed uuder his political banner 
men such as Martinez Campos, Captain 
General Blanco, and, in fact, all those 
Conservatives who are opposed to po­ 
litical corruption and iii favor of a hu­ 
mane and sensible treatment of Cuba, 
as well as of the Philippine islands. 
A 
reconciliation between the two divided 
factions of the Conservative party would 
have strengthened the latter, as well as 
assured its continuance in office, where­ 
as tile continuance of the split will re­ 
sult in the ovc rtbrt w of the cabinet.

THE TONE OF THE BELL 


No t Impro ved by the I s«* o f € *o ld o r s» lvi*r 
In the llell Mt-tnl. 
There is u general belief that the in­ 
tro ductio n o f silver o r go ld in the cast­ 
ing o f a l>ell assures fo r it a superio r 
to ne, but an expert in fo unding bells 
says that such a belief is erro neo us. He 
says that the best to ne effect in bell 
metal is co nfined w ithin very narro w 
lim its, fo r any so called bell metal hav­ 
ing mo re than 80 parts co pper to 20 
parts tin is to o so ft to pro duce the best 
quality o f t» no , w hile that having mo re 
tin than 23 parts in the 100 is much 
to o brittle. 
There are hells in Euro jie 
who se clear to nes were fo r many years 
credited to go ld and silver that were 
suppo ned to have been added to the bell 
metal. 
An analysis was made no t lo ng 
ago o f the metal in o ne o f these bells, 
and it failed to sho w any trace o f go ld 
o r silver. 
The o ld German bell fo und­ 
ers used to make their bells o f 80 parts 
co pper to 20 parts tin. 
In the o pinio n 
o f this expert the stro ngest and best 
to ned bell is o btained fro m 7 9 parts 
co pper and 21 parts tin. 
“ After the bell is ’draw n,’ ” says the 
expert, “ two sweeps are made and ad 
justed to an upright spindle in the cen­ 
ter o f an iro n case o r flask, the flask 
having perfo ratio ns all o ver it. 
Over 
the surface o f the flask is co ated, wet, 
a layer o f lo am o f equal and suitable 
thickness and baked. Then ano ther lay­ 
er is co ated o n aud baked, and so o n, 
layer after layer, until the pro per shape, 
etc., are secured. There are two such iro n 
mo lding cases, o ne fitting o ver the o th­ 
er. The under o ne has the lo am co ating 
o n its o uter side, which has the inner 
shape o f the pro po sed bell. 
The upper 
iro n mo lding case o r flask has the lo um 
o n its inner surface, fo rming the o ut­ 
side shape o f the bell. 
This is let do wn 
o ver the under mo ld and carefully ad­ 
justed equally all aro und, leaving a 
space inside between the two mo lds. 
The under flask is called the co re. 
The 
upper o r o uter o ne is called the case. The 
space is filled up by the mo lten bell 
metal, which, when co o led, is the bell. 
“ When the bell is taken o ut o f the 
mo lds 
it 
is 
po lish« *!, and then the 
hangings, to ngue 
(o r clapper), etc., 
fitted to the bell, and it receives a se­ 
vere ringing test, partly to ascertain its 
to ne aud reso nant quality and to o bserve 
its mechanical excellence and adjust­ 
ment. Then, if it appears to be go o d in 
all po ints, it is shipped to the purchaser.

THE TONE OF THE BELL 


Not Im p ro v ed by th e I ie of (fold o r i l l f f f 
In th e llr ll M etal. 
There is a general belief that the in­ 
troduction of silver or gold in the cast­ 
ing of a lad I assures for it a superior 
tone. but an expert in founding bells 
says that such a belief is erroneous. He 
says that the best tone effect in bell 
metal is confined Within very narrow 
limits, for any so called bell metal hav­ 
ing more than 80 parts copper to 20 
parts tin is too soft to produce the best 
quality of ti ne, while that having more 
tin than 23 parts in the IOO is much 
too brittle. There are bi lls in Europe 
whose clear tones were for many years 
credited to gold aud silver that were 
supj>osed to have been added to the bell 
metal. An analysis was made not long 
ago of the metal in one of these bells, 
and it failed to show any trace of gobi 
or silver. 
The old German bell found­ 
ers used to make their bells of 80 parts 
copper to 20 parts tin. In the opinion 
of this expert the strongest and best 
toned bell is obtained from 79 parts 
copper and 21 parts tin. 
“ After the bell is ‘drawn,’ ” says the 
expert, “ two sweeps are made and ad­ 
justed to an upright spindle in the cen­ 
ter of an iron case or flask, the flask 
having perforations all over it. Over 
the surface of the flask is coated, wet, 
a layer of loam of equal and suitable 
thickness aud baked. Then auntlier lay­ 
er is coated on aud baked, and so on, 
layer after layer, until the proper shape, 1 
etc., are secured. There are two such iron 1 
molding cases, one fitting over the oth­ 
er. The under one has the loam coating 
on its outer side, which has the inner 
shape of tile proposed bell. The upper I 
iron molding case or flask has the loam 
on its inner surface, forming the out- 
i side shape of the bell. This is let down 
over the under mold and carefully ad­ 
justed equally all around, leaving a 
space inside between the two molds. 
The under flask is called the core. The 
upper or outer one is called the case. The 
space is filled up by the molten bell 
metal, which, when cooled, is the hell. 
“ When the bell is taken out of the 
molds it is polished, and then the 
hangings, tongue (or clapper), etc., 
fitted to the bell, and it receives a se­ 
vere ringing test, partly to ascertain its 
tone and resonant quality and to observe 
its mechanical excellence and adjust­ 
ment. Then, if it appears to be good in 
all points, it is shipped to the purchaser. 
The making aud shipping of a bell usu­ 
ally require from IO to 15 days in the 
smaller sizes. The larger sizes—i. e., 
from 1,500 pounds and heavier—require 
more time. A peal of three or more 
bells requires from 40 to 90 days’ time, 
while a chime of nine or more bells re­ 
quires from three to six months.
